|Our Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords of Bailiaries, or Regalities, Magiſtrats of Burrows, and Officer 
of Our Forces, Jultices of the Peace, and others having Our Authority, to ſearch for, take, and apprehend 
all or any ofthe ſaids Deſerters or Runawayes, who have nor ſufficient Paſſes from their Officers, and to commit 
them to Goal, until they ſhall be demanded by the next Officers having Our Orders for Recruiting thoſe Regi- 


ments, to whom they are to be delivered: And if any of them ſhall be taken on in any of Our Forces, or Garri⸗ 


ons (not having good Paſſes as aforeſaid) they are at the demand ol the Officers authorized by Us to Recruit 
thoſe Regiments, to be delivered unto themto be diſpoſed ot in the Regiments and Companies, as if they had 


been taken upon the place of their deſerting: And herein we R equire all Perſons concerned to give obedience 
accordingly. 


And that Our pleaſure in the Pre mĩſſes may be known, Our Will is, and We Charge you ſri» 
ly, and Command that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat:Croſs of Edtnburgh, and 


all the other Mercat⸗Croſſes of the Head: Burghs of the Shires of this Kingdom, ol of So needful, 
and there in Our Royal Name and Authority, by open Proclamation make Publication of Our pleaſure in the 
Premiſſes, * all perſons concerned may have notice therof, and give obedience thereto, 45 they will anſwer
